— Crude  oil 
taken  from  Merseyside  Docks  and  given  to 
people  in  Bebington  for  cooking  has  been 
the  cause  of  cases  of  peripheral  neuritis 
reported  locally.  The  hands  and  feet  of 
victims  have  been  temporarily  paralysed. 
The  cause  was  traced  to  Bebington  by 
Food  Ministry  and  police  officers.  The 
medical  officer  for  the  borough  gave  a 
warning  that  cottonseed,  sunflower-seed 
and  other  oils  of  a  similar  nature,  while 
suitable  for  cooking  when  refined,  are 
definitely  unfit  for  such  use  in  their  crude 
state.    The  oil  which  has  been  causing  the 
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outbreak  was  apparently  put  into  con- 
tainers previously  used  for  paint  ;  if  the 
unrefined  oil  comes  into  contact  with 
enamel  or  lacquer  it  extracts  dangerous 
poisons  from  them,  he  said.

Birmingham  Analyst's  Report.---The  re- 
port of  the  city  analyst  for  Birmingham 
on  analyses  of  Food  and  Drugs  made  during 
the  third  quarter  of  1945  reveals  that 
changes  in  composition  effected  by  the 
Seventh  Addendum  to  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia have  caused  a  little  trouble.  A 
sample  of  boric  ointment  contained  10-2 
per  cent,  of  boric  acid.

A  sample  of  salicylic  acid 
ointment  was  made  with  paraffin  base  of 
the  1932  B.P.  instead  of  with  ointment  of 
wool  alcohols  of  the  Seventh  Addendum. 
A  sample  of  aspirin  tablets  did  not  comply 
with  the  new  requirement  which  specifies 
that,  out  of  twenty  tablets,  not  more  than 
two  shall  deviate  from  the  average  weight 
by  more  than  5  per  cent.  In  the  sample 
seven  out  of  twenty  deviated  by  amounts 
varying  from  6  to  10  per  cent.  Two  samples 
of  tincture  of  iodine  were  in  excess  of  the 
B.P.  formula,  possibly  due  to  evaporation. 
A  sample  of  Parrish's  chemical  food  con- 
tained only  62  per  cent,  sugar  instead  of 
the  official  70  per  cent.  Two  samples  of 
seidlitz  powders  were  deficient  in  the  con- 
tents of  the  blue  papers.  No  prosecutions 
were  initiated. 

Health  Services  Week. — A  lecture  on 
"  The  Pharmacist  "  formed  part  of  a  Health 
Services  Week  organised  in  London  jointly 
by  the  Socialist  Medical  Association  and 
"  Reynolds  News,"  February  4-9.  The 
concluding  meeting  of  the  week  was 
addressed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  (Mr. 
Aneurin  Bevan,  M.P.).  The  address  on 
"  The  Pharmacist  "  was  given  by  Mr.  F.  W. 
Adams  (deputy  secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society).  Dr.  H.  Davis  was  chair- 
man. Mr.  Adams  said  that  in  most  countries 
there  was  some  control  over  pharmacy,  but 
there  was  less  in  Britain  than  elsewhere. 
There  was  little  control  over  dispensing  done 
in  retail  shops,  and  the  position  in  hospitals 
was  even  worse.  The  provision  of  a  free 
medical  service  would  not  necessarily  de- 
crease self-medication,  and  there  was  no 
likelihood  of  control  over  the  buying  of 
medicines.    The  public  must  be  assured  of 
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protection  by  the'  pharmacist,  the  present 
position  in  hospitals  must  be  improved,  in 
Health  Centres  the  pharmacist  must  do  the 
work.  Replying  to  discussion,  he  said  that 
no  country  had  found  it  possible  to  dispense 
with  chemists'  shops.  They  had  a  definite 
role  in  supplying  pharmaceuticals  and  allied 
products,  not  supplied  through  a  health 
service,  and  also  in  health  education. 

Plastic  Surgeon  on  Burns. — A  joint 
meeting  of  the  National  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists  and  South-west 
London  Chemists'  Association  was  held  in 
London  on  January  30,  Miss  C.  Mozley- 
Stark  (president,  N.A.W.P.)  in  the  chair. 
The  lecturer  (Mr.  A.  H.  Mclndoe,  C.B.E., 
F.R.C.S.),  who  has  achieved  important 
results  from  the  treatment  of  burns  by 
plastic  surgery,  defined  and  classified 
burns,  and  said  that  after  a  severe  burn, 
the  patient  usually  passed  through  four 
stages  :  shock,  toxaemia,  sepsis,  and  scar- 
ring or  deformity.  He  stressed  the  danger 
of  incorrect  treatment.  "  While  you  may 
accept  what  the  burn  does  you  must  not 


accept  what  treatment  does."  In  sev 
burns  it  was  essential  to  treat  for  sb 
first.  In  third-degree  burns  the  applicat 
of  new  skin  under  strict  conditions 
required.  Cetyltrimethylammonium  t 
mide  had  proved  to  be  a  suitable  deterg 
for  preparation  of  the  skin.  The  n 
stage  was  to  apply  splints  where  necessa 
while  patients  had  made  rapid  progi 
with  the  use  of  sterile  saline  baths.  Conl 
of  sepsis  by  drugs  was  of  great  importar, 
The  sulphonamides  helped  but  did 
control  sepsis,  and  their  use  had  given  i 
to  cases  of  serious  sulphanilamide  derr 
titis  and  some  kidney  disorders.  Tl 
had  also  an  undesirable  depressing  eff 
on  the  patient's  mental  outlook.  Elect 
lytic  hypochlorite  baths  had  been  tried 
place  of  the  sterile  saline  baths,  but  tl:

suitable  and  satisfactory  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  intended  "  are  inseparable, 
and  should  have  been  combined  as  one 
clause.  Again,  is  it  necessary  to  use  a 
phrase  like  "  suitable  and  satisfactory  "  ? 
The  dictionaries  that  I  have  consulted  give, 
indeed,  different  meanings  for  these  two 
words,  as  one  would  expect  from  their 
respective  derivations  ;  but  is  it  possible 
for  a  formula  to  be  suitable  without  being 
satisfactory,  or  satisfactory  without  being 
suitable  ?  One  more  query.  What  is 
meant  by  the  package  and  presentation 
of  a  Class  B  product  being  attractive  ? 
Attraction,  "  drawing  to,"  may  be  effected 
in  various  ways.  We  have  only  to  glance 
through  the  advertisements  in  any  issue  of 
any  daily  newspaper  to  realise  that  what 
repels  us  may,  and  probably  does,  attract 
other  readers  of  the  same  paper.  This 
consideration  applies,  I  suggest,  to  the 
package  and  presentation  of  a  proprietary 
article  with  sufficient  latitude.  Unless, 
therefore,  this  requirement  is  exercised, 
cases  of  dissatisfaction  are  likely  to  occur. 

Unusual  Poisonings 

The  fatal  poisoning  that  forms  the  sub- 
ject of  editorial  comment  on  p.  182  is  not 
to  be  lightly  dismissed  as  a  "  freak  "  case. 
Though  fool's  parsley  is  not  ordinarily 
regarded  as  toxic,  we  may  believe  that  in 
some  circumstances  a  strain  of  plants  may 
develop  a  higher  proportion  than  usual  of 
the  coniine  or  the  mixture  of  alkaloids 
contained  in  it.  On  looking  through 
records  of  deaths  by  poisoning  in  England, 
Wales  and  Scotland  I  find  that  an  appre- 
ciable number  of  substances  with  relatively 
large  doses  have  been  named  as  fatal.  We 
have  to  bear  in  mind  that  in  these  rare  cases 
the  age  of  the  deceased  person  is  not  given  : 
it  follows  that  some  of  these  deaths  were 
in  all  probability  those  of  young  children. 
Allowing  for  this  age-variation,  many  of  the 
entries  are  unexpected.  Examples  are  : 
Anise  oil,  Blaud's  pills,  borax,  clove  oil, 
colza  oil,  eucalyptus  oil,  glycerin,  hydrogen 
peroxide,  iron  sulphate,  juniper  oil,  lime 
water,  saffron,  soap  liniment,  spirit  of 
nitrous  ether,  tannic  acid,  tartaric  acid.  A 
few  of  these  entries  are  so  remarkable  that 
we  may  well  suspect  a  slip  on  the  part  of  a 
coroner.  Aperients,  another  occasional 
cause  of  fatal  poisoning,  are  in  a  class  by 
themselves  ;  many  pharmacists  of  experi- 
ence can  remember  serious  results  following 
overdoses  of  these  remedies, 
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by  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


On  January  30,  Mr.  Keeling  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether 
he  proposed  to  control  the  price  of  sponges. 
Mr.  Belcher  (Parhariientary  Secretary)  : 
Sponges,  being  toilet  requisites,  fall  within 
the  ambit  of  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1939, 
under  which  traders  may  not  increase  their 
prices  for  comparable  articles  above  the 
level  ruling  at  August  21,  1939,  except  to 
the  extent  of  any  reasonable  increase  in 
costs.  I  have  been  advised  by  the  Central 
Price  Regulation  Committee  that  a  closer 
control  by  means  of  a  maximum  prices 
order  would  not  be  practicable. 

Sanitary  Towel  Shortage 

Future  supplies  of  sanitary  towels  in  the 
London  area  should  quickly  be  sufficient, 
said  Sir  Stafford  Cripps  on  February  4. 
He  was  replying  to  Mr.  Bower,  who  asked 
if  he  was  aware  of  the  difficulty  being 
experienced  in  obtaining  sanitary  towels  in 
North  Harrow,  and  if  he  would  take  steps 
to  make  them  more  readily  available  in 
that  area.  Sir  Stafford  replied  that  he 
regretted  that  the  shortage  of  sanitary 
towels  had  continued  in  a  few  districts. 
Difficulties  had  continued  in  London, 
partly  owing  to  delays  in  transport,  despite 
the  diversion  by  manufacturers  to  this 
area  of  an  abnormal  proportion  of  their 
supplies.  Steps  were  being  taken  to 
increase  production  still  further  and  to 
obtain  further  imports  if  they  were  avail- 
able, while  special  efforts  were  being  made 
to  facilitate  distribution  in  the  London  area. 

Hot  Water  Bottles 

On  February  4  Mr.  D.  J.  Williams 
asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
if  he  was  aware  that  the  Swansea  branch 
of  Marks  &  Spencer  recently  offered  for  sale 
without  any  conditions  a  quantity  of 
rubber  hot  water  bottles,  while  chemists 
and  other  retailers  were  unable  to  obtain 
supplies  except  on  production  of  a  medical 
certificate  in  each  case  ;  and  whether  he 
would  take  steps  to  increase  supplies  and 
arrange  for  a  fairer  allocation  to  retailers. 
Sir  Stafford  Cripps  :  Since  last  Septem- 
ber it  has  not  been  necessary  for  a  medical 
certificate  to  be  surrendered  in  order  to 
obtain  a  rubber  hot  water  bottle.  There 
are,  however,  large  arrears  of  demand  to  be 
met.  The  rate  of  production  is  increasing 
steadily. 


Coconut  Oil  from  Ceylon 

On  February  6  Dr.  Jeger  asked  tl 
Minister  of  Food  whether  the  contrai 
with  the  Government  of  Ceylon  for  tl 
purchase  in  bulk  of  copra  and  coconut  c 
which  expired  on  December  16,  1945,  ha 
been  renewed  and  if  so,  on  what  terms,  ar. 
what  was  the  present  position.  Sir  Be 
Smith  :  The  contract  has  not  yet  bee 
renewed.  It  has  been  extended  to  Februai 
28,  1946,  and  negotiations  for  its  renew, 
beyond  that  date  are  still  proceeding. 

Spectacle  Lenses 

Spectacle  lenses  were  the  subject  of 
question  by  Mr.  G.  Williams  to  tl 
Minister  of  Supply  and  Aircraft  Productic 
on  February  6.  Mr.  Williams  asked  i 
in  view  of  the  delay  in  obtaining  spectac 
lenses,  he  would  consider  stopping  tl 
export  of  lenses.  Mr.  Leonard  :  N 
The  very  small  proportion  of  our  pr 
duction  of  spectacle  lenses  which  is  exportt 
goes  almost  entirely  to  Empire  countrii 
and  to  the  Colonies,  M^ho  are  dependei 
on  us  for  their  supplies. 

Future  of  Factory  Inspectorate 

On  February  7  Mr.  McLeavy  asked  tl 
Minister  of  Labour  whether  the  Goveri 
ment  proposed  that  the  administration  < 
the  Factory  Acts  should  remain  with 
department  on  a  permanent  basis.  M: 
Isaacs  :  Yes.  It  is  contemplated  that  tl 
legal  transfers  of  Ministerial  functions  f 
that  purpose  will  be  made  by  Order  . 
Council  under  the  Ministers  of  the  Crovs 
(Transfer  of  Functions)  Bill  when  that  B: 
becomes  law,  and  the  Factory  Inspectora 
will  continue  to  be  a  separate  departme 
attached  to  the  Ministry  under  the  tit 
"  Factory  Department,"  just  as  it  was  wh 
attached  to  the  Home  Office. 

Debate  on  Trade  Policy 

Exports  of  chemicals  and  drugs  in  19^ 
totalled  ^37,400,000,  as  against  a  19^ 
export  figure  of  ;/^2 2, 100,000,  stated  Si 
Stafford  Cripps  on  February  7,  reply' 
to  an  adjournment  debate  in  which  tl 
Government's  trade  policy  had  bee 
criticised.  The  debate  was  raised  by  M: 
Martin  Lindsay,  who  said  the  expo 
position  to-day  was  very  disquietin. 
Instead  of  sprinting  ahead  we  were  laggir 
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jhind  in  the  international  race  to  secure 
le  post-war  export  world  market.  Today 
16  world  was  faced  with  such  a  shortage 
[  consumer  goods  that  never  before  had 
ritish  trade  had  such  an  opportunity, 
ur  exporters  were  being  implored  to  ship 
lything  at  almost  any  price,  but  such 
ere  their  difficulties  that  they  were  in 
)me  cases  three  and  four  years  behind  with 
le  orders  on  their  books.  This  delay  in 
cecuting  orders  was  causing  resentment 
^erseas  and  prejudicing  our  goodwill  for  the 
ture.  Every  sensible  person  agreed  that 
irtain  controls  were  necessary,  but  they 
ould  be  as  few  as  possible.  They  should 
I  administered  with  far  greater  dis- 
imination  and  speed.  The  tempo  of  the 
Lvil  Service,  designed  for  the  more  leisured 
lys  of  the  past,  was  quite  unsuitable  for 
)mpetitive  business.  At  the  present 
oment  it  took  two  or  three  weeks  to  get  a 
ply  from  any  Government  department, 
iisiness  men  had  to  obtain  permits  and 
;ences  for  almost  every  activity.  They

For  knowingly  being  concerned 
i:  the  fraudulent  evasion  of  tax  he  was 
1:  le  to  fines  totalling  ;^4,6oo  and  two 


years'  imprisonment,  and  to  fines  of  ;^5oo 
on  each  of  four  summonses  for  making  use 
of  false  invoices. 

Disputed  Payment. — In  the  Northern 
Ireland  High  Court  on  January  17,  judg- 
ment was  given  in  an  action  first  heard  in 
Belfast  recorder's  court  on  December  6, 
1945.  Robert  Agnew  (Northern  Ireland 
agent  for  Lysol,  Ltd.)  sued  Harold  Mitchell, 
wholesale  chemist,  iia  Linenhall  Street, 
Belfast,  for  £^1  2s.  iid.  for  goods  sold  and 
delivered,  £2  i6s.  of  which  was  disputed, 
Agnew  stating  that  the  amount  was  for 
cartons  in  which  he  supplied  Lysol  and 
Osyl  to  the  defendant.  It  was  stated  that 
defendant  offered  payment  of  £'27  12s.  2d. 
by  cheque.  This  was  refused.  Later  he 
offered  to  pay  by  cash,  which  was  also 
refused.  Defendant  stated  that  plaintiff 
did  not  quote  for  the  cartons  at  time  of 
sale,  and  that  the  plaintiff's  representative 
had  accepted  a  previous  payment  for  the 
goods  minus  the  cartons.  The  recorder, 
in  dismissing  the  case  with  costs  against  the 
plaintiff,  had  said  that  Agnew  had  failed  to 
convince  him  that  the  cartons  were  quoted 
for  at  the  time  of  the  sale  ;  the  defendant 
was  therefore  right  in  refusing  to  pay  the 
amount.  Plaintiff  then  appealed  to  the 
High  Court.  Lord  Justice  Babington  dis- 
missed the  appeal  with  costs  ;  in  his  judg- 
ment Agnew  had  also  failed  to  convince  him 
that  the  cartons  were  actually  quoted  for 
at  the  time  of  sale,  and  they  were  not  shown 
as  chargeable  in  the  issued  price  list.  Agnew, 
by  accepting  settlement  of  two  accounts 
and  permitting  the  cartons  to  be  deducted, 
had  ratified  the  contract,  and  he  held  that 
all  subsequent  sales  were  bound  by  the 
contract. 

INQUESTS 

Aspirin  Suicide. — At  Shrewsbury,  recently, 
a  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind 
was  recorded  at  an  inquest  on  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Hobday,  who  died  following  an  overdose  of 
aspirin  tablets. 

Suicide  at  Sixteen. — A  verdict  that  he 
killed  himself  by  taking  phenobarbitone 
tablets  while  the  balance  of  his  mind  was 
disturbed  was  returned  by  the  North  Devon 
coroner  at  an  inquest  on  Lawrence  Lavers, 
Westward  Ho!,  recently.  Medical  evidence 
was  to  the  effect  that  the  boy  suffered  from 
a  type  of  fit  which  was  partly  epileptic  and 
partly  hysterical.  He  was  being  treated 
with  phenobarbitone  tablets,  gr.  night 
and  morning.

'he  Registrar  reported  that,  since  the

of  the  names  of  fourteen  pharmacists  and 
one  set  of  premises,  removed  during  previous 
years,  was  approved.  Applications  were 
accepted  from  three  pharmacists  of  Northern 
Ireland  now  resident  in  this  country,  for 
registration  under  the  reciprocity  regula- 
tions. Authority  was  given  for  the  award 
of  diplomas  to  twenty-three  pharmaceutical 
chemists  who  had  passed  the  qualifying 
examination.  A  letter  had  been  received 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  South 
Australia  expressing  goodwill  and  members' 
admiration  for  their  colleagues  in  Britain. 
"  We  are  proud,"  the  letter  said,  "  of  the 
manner  in  which  they  have  faced  their 
difficulties,  and  we  hope  that  the  coming 
year  will  bring  them  a  reward  for  their 
efforts."  The  Canadian  Pharmaceutical 
Association  had  also  written  expressing 
their  good  wishes,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel 
R.  Chase  (Chief  of  U.K.  Regional  Staff 
Detachment,  United  States  Army)  had 
written  that  men  who  had  taken  part  in 
the  visiting  pharmacists  scheme  were 
enthusiastic  in  their  praise  of  what  had  been 
done  ;  this,  he  wrote,  should  lead  to  better 
understanding  between  individuals  of  the 
British  Empire  and  the  United  States. 
The  secretary  also  read  a  letter  from  the 
Argentine  Pharmaceutical  and  Biochemical 
Federation,  sending  greetings  and  expressing 
the  hope  that  the  ideals  of  solidarity — 
cultural,  scientific  and  professional — might 
be  strengthened  by  the  establishment  of 
friendly  relations  between  the  two  bodies 
by  correspondence  and  the  exchange  of 
publications. 

Refresher  Courses  for  Serving  Pharmacists 

Mr.  Maplethorpe,  in  presenting  the 
minutes  of  the  Education  Committee, 
referred  to  arrangements  made  with  the 
War  Office  to  provide  refresher  courses  for 
serving  pharmacists,  enabling  them  to  have 
a  month's  refresher  course  at  special  centres 
while  still  in  the  Army.  The  first  such 
course  had  already  been  held  at  the  Heriot 
Watt  College,  Edinburgh,  the  second  had 
started  at  Sunderland,  and  the  third  was 
about  to  be  held  at  Brighton.  No  course 
had  yet  been  arranged  in  London,  because 
the  arrangements  were  being  made  by  the 
Army  Commands  ;  London  was  included 
in  the  Eastern  Command.  The  Western 
Command  would  probably  arrange  for  a 
course  to  be  held  in  Liverpool.  The 
scheme  had  nothing  to  do  with  special 
arrangements  made  for  attending  courses 
after     demobilisation.     The  Committee

recommended  that  a  letter  should  be  sent 
to  all  serving  pharmacists  giving  them  the 
fullest  details  of  the  arrangements,  and 
stating  that  for  B.A.O.R.  personnel  it  was 
hoped  that  arrangements  would  be  made 
to  attach  them  to  a  Home  Command  to 
take  a  course.  The  question  of  bringing 
home  personnel  from  other  Commands  had 
been  discussed  with  the  War  Office  but 
found  impracticable  on  Service  grounds. 
The  arrangements  made  by  the  War  Office 
had  been  communicated  to  the  Air  Ministry, 
and  it  was  hoped  that  comparable  facilities 
would  be  arranged.  It  was  understood 
that  Admiralty  Fleet  Orders  permitted 
naval  personnel  to  be  given  leave  of  absence 
for  not  more  than  four  weeks  to  attend 
courses  arranged  by  civilian  agencies,  but 
fees  must  be  paid  by  the  individual  con- 
cerned. The  attention  of  the  Admiralty 
had  been  drawn  to  the  facilities  provided 
by  the  Army,  and  it  was  hoped  that  co- 
operation between  the  two  services  would 
be  possible,  so  that  naval  personnel  might 
attend  courses  arranged  by  the  Army 
Commands.  The  Council  agreed  to  the 
sending  of  the  suggested  letter. 

Pharmacists  in  the  Forces 

Two  resolutions  passed  by  the  executive 
committee  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Students'  Association  (i)  protesting  against 
the  enlistment  of  the  more  highly  qualified 
pharmacists  into  H.M.  Forces  and  urging 
investigation  of  the  status  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  with  the  Central  Register  and  the 
Man-power  Board  ;  and  (2)  calling  for  the 
recognition  of  pharmaceutical  qualifications 
in  the  Forces,  were  placed  before  the  Coun- 
cil. The  Secretary  said  that  the  first 
resolution  seemed  to  have  been  passed  under 
some  misapprehension,  because  the  Central 
Pharmaceutical  War  Committee  had  been 
able  to  secure  the  retention  in  civil  life  of 
quite  young  graduates  for  special  work, 
such  as  that  connected  with  penicillin.  It 
was  agreed  that  an  explanatory  reply  should 
be  sent  to  the  Association. 

Receipt  was  reported  of  an  invitation 
from  the  Association  of  Scientific  Workers 
and  other  organisations  to  send  representa- 
tives of  the  Society  to  a  conference  in 
London  on  February  15,  16  and  17  on  the 
general  theme  "  Science  and  the  Welfare 
of  Mankind."  Arrangements  were  made 
for  the  Society  to  be  represented. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  and 
War-aid  Committee,  presented  by  the 
Chairman  (Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal),  stated  that 
fourteen  grants  had  been  made  from  the 
Benevolent  Fund  to  a  total  of  ^306  los.

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Report  on  Deputation  to  Ministry 

Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  (chairman  of  the 
Joint  Committee  on  a  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Service)  reported  on  the  visit  paid 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  on  February  4  by 
three  deputations  representing  various 
pharmaceutical  interests  to  discuss  his 
proposals  for  a  National  Health  Service. 
He  pointed  out  that  those  present  at  the 
interview  included  representatives  of  the 
Company  Chemists  and  the  Co-operative 
Congress  as  well  as  of  the  Joint  Committee 
and  other  organisations  which  had  joined 
with  them  for  this  purpose.  The  deputation 
had  been  invited  by  the  Minister  to  meet 
him  at  the  same  time.  Mr.  Tristram  added 
that  what  took  place  at  the  meeting  with 
the  Minister  could  not  be  published.  He 
further  reported  that,  subsequent  to  the 
interview,  the  deputations  had  decided  to 
recommend  to  their  organisations  that  a 
body  representative  of  all  pharmaceutical 
interests  should  be  formed  to  watch  the 
progress  of  the  Bill  through  Parliament. 
The  Council  discussed  the  report  at  length 
and  decided  to  adopt  the  recommendations. 

The  minutes  of  the  various  Committees 
were  received,  concluding  the  public  busi- 
ness of  the  Council. 

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

West  Sussex. — An  exhaustive  review  of 
the  facilities  available  for  dispensing  for 
insured  persons  has  been  carried  out  by  a 
special  subcommittee  of  the  Insurance 
Committee.  Assistance  was  obtained  from 
doctors  and  chemists  in  making  the  inquiry 
and  the  results  showed  that  the  chief 
difficulty  lay  in  affording  facilities  on  early-' 
closing  days  and  Sundays.  The  position 
was  aggravated  by  the  present  shortage  of 
qualified  staffs. 

Staffordshire. — A  report  presented  by  the 
medical  benefit  subcommittee  to  the 
Insurance  Committee,  recently,  mentioned 
a  letter  that  had  been  received  from  the 
widow  of  an  insured  person,  quer^/ing  the 
necessity  for  a  payment  for  certain  in- 
jections and  suppositories  obtained  from  an 
Insurance  practitioner  by  her  husband 
while  he  was  a  panel  patient.

from  the  tax  was  still  required,  would  at 
least  change'  its  character  to  that  of  a 
sales  tax.  It  is  true  that  some  minor 
cuts  have  been  made  in  purchase  tax  since 
the  end  of  the  war,  but  the  number  of 
articles  so  affected  is  extremely  small.  On 
the  basis  of  a  sales  tax,  if  that  is  the  purpose 
the  Government  has  in  mind  in  connexion 
with  the  future  of  purchase  tax,  the  scope 
of  the  articles  liable  to  tax  would  have  to  be 
drastically  curtailed,  and  the  tax  reduced 
to  a  level  compatible  with  the  ability  of 
industry  to  bear  the  additional  load.  So 
far  as  drugs  and  medicines  are  concerned, 
the  continuance  of  purchase  tax  in  any 
form  is  to  be  deplored  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
in  framing  his  final  proposals  for  the  next 
financial  year,  will  bear  in  mind  the 
inadmissibility  of  a  permanent  tax  on  the 
sick. 

Reception  of  Reinstated  Employees 

In  a  sense  the  reassimilation  into  peace-time 
occupations  of  men  and  women  who  have 
been  on  military  or  other  national  service — 
for  periods  which  may  extend  into  several 
years — presents  a  problem  greater  even  than 
beating  swords  into  ploughshares.  The 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  ren- 
dered a  service  to  industry  in  suggesting  a 
helpful  approach  to  the  problem  and  in 
outlining  a  number  of  steps  that  may  with 
advantage  be  taken  by  employers.  Some  of 
the  steps  suggested  affect  only  large-scale 
industries,  but  others  are  capable  of  being 
adopted  by  all  employers,  large  or  small. 
For  example,  an  expression  of  the  employer's 
determination  willingly  to  accept  men  back 
into  civilian  life  has  been  seen  to  have 
psychologically  a  heartening  effect  upon 
ex-Service  men  who  have  for  several  years 
been  out  of  touch  with  their  former  employ- 
ment and  associations.  The  suggestion  is 
therefore  made  that  a  personal  letter,  signed 
by  the  employer,  should  be  sent  to  each  of 
the  former  employees  due  for  demobilisa- 
tion, informing  him  of  the  arrangements 
that  are  being  made  for  his  return. 

The  attitude  of  existing  employees  to 
ex-Service  men  should  also  be  taken  into 
consideration.  Difficulties  of  the  returning 
men  should  be  explained,  in  order  to  avoid 
any  feeling  that  specially  favourable  treat- 
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ment  is  being  given  to  a  man  when  the 
sympathy  and  understanding  he  receives 
are  what  his  difficult  situation  calls  for. 
Where  several  or  man^^  employees  are  due 
to  return,  it  has  been  found  an  advantage 
by  some  emplo^^ers  to  prepare  a  record  or 
register  of  all  employees  entitled  to  return 
to  their  old  employment.  On  this  record 
provision  would  be  made  for  information 
such  as  age,  whether  married  or  single,  type 
of  work,  rate  of  pay,  any  special  ability  or 
skill  acquired  during  war  service,  examina- 
tions passed,  and  category  for  release. 

The  actual  reception  of  a  returning  em- 
ployee should,  moreover,  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  proprietor  or  of  some  depart- 
mental head,  and  should  certainly  not  be 
left  to  a  person  previously  unknown  to  the 
returning  warrior.  Where  changes  in  the 
nature  of  the  business  owing  to  war-time 
conditions  have  prevented  the  returning 
employee  from  taking  up  precisely  his  old 
position,  an  outline  should  be  given  of  the 
company's  war-time  developments  by  w^ay 
of  explanation.  For  some  time  it  may  be 
necessary  to  give  work  that  appears  dull  or 
uninteresting  compared  with  the  previous 
work  and,  when  this  is  so,  it  should  be  fully 
explained  and  the  promise  held  out  of  full 
reinstatement  when  the  business  again 
develops  fully  along  its  former  lines.  A\'hen 
this  has  been  done  it  has  usually  been  found 
that  returning  employees  are  quite  willing 
to  undertake  work  not  strictly  normal  to 
them.  Finally,  opportunities  of  retraining 
should  be  offered  and  the  special  aptitudes 
brought  out  in  the  analysis  suggested  above 
should  be  put  to  good  use  wherever  possible. 

Comment  on  Council  Reports 

The  Law  and  Joint  School  Committees' 
reports  submitted  to  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Societ}^  of  Great  Britain 
at  this  month's  meeting  (see  p.  205)  contain 
items  of  unusual  interest.  On  the  subject 
of  advertising  dispensing  services  the  Law 
Committee,  which  had  previously  written 
appropriate  letters  to  those  concerned  who 
publicised  their  dispensing  service,  reported 
that  "  one  of  the  larger  companies  had 
intimated  that  as  a  result  of  the  repre- 
sentations made  to  them,  it  would  be  their 
policy  in  future  to  refrain  from  the  adver- 
tising of  dispensing  services."    This  under- 


taking was  given  subject  to  the  com 
of  current  advertising  contracts, 
undoubtedly  be   accepted   as  a  f 
gesture  by  independent  retailers, 
might  well  lead  to  a  better  underst  Hi 
between  the  two  interests,  a  devek 
which  is  highly  desirable  at  the 
time.

Booth  :  The  financial  interests  which 
come  to  mind  are  (a)  the  proprietary- 
medicine  manufacturers  and  {b)  the  com- 
panies. The  first  have  helped  pharmacy  by 
their  advertising  campaigns.  The  com- 
panies have  helped  by  attempting  to  im- 
prove standards  in  pharmacy. 

Should  steps  be  taken  to  press  the  Govern- 
ment to  shift  the  onus  of  the  removal  of  pur- 
chase tax  from  the  shoulders  of  the  retailer  ? 

Booth  :  It  is  a  delusion  to  think  that 
there  is  any  likelihood  of  an  early  removal 
of  purchase  tax.  It  will  almost  certainly 
not  be  removed  soon  from  such  goods  as 
cosmetics.  Means  should  be  devised  to 
free  the  retailer  from  liability  for  tax  until 
the  goods  are  sold. 

Shelton  :  It  will  be  a  long  time  before 
the  tax  is  removed  from  toilet  goods  and 
cosmetics.  Nevertheless,  the  Government 
should  be  asked  to  consider  the  situation 
with  a  view  to  drawing  up  an  equitable 
plan  to  be  put  into  operation  if  and  when 
the  tax  is  removed. 

Short  :  If  the  authorities  had  to  collect 
tax  from  retailers  individually,  the  tax 
would  soon  be  abandoned  as  impracticable. 

Candidates'  Canvassing 

What  is  the  opinion  of  the  brains  trust  on 
the  proposed  new  by-law,  which  seeks  to 
prevent  canvassing  for  votes  by  candidates 
for  election  to  the  Society's  Council  ? 

Booth  :  The  North  MetropoHtan  Branch 
is  critical  of  the  proposed  new  by-law.  In 
the  past,  the  Branch  appointed  a  special 
subcommittee  to  consider  programmes  sub- 
mitted by  candidates  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations on  supporting  them  or  other- 
wise. No  further  steps  should  be  taken  in 
the  matter  by  the  Council  until  branches 
have  had  an  opportunity  fully  to  discuss  it. 

Dewey  :  It  is  an  attempt  to  achieve  a 
theoretical  ideal — that  of  conferring  on 
pharmacy  a  closed  system  and  preventing 
the  introduction  of  outside  politics.  In 
fact,  few  pharmacists  take  notice  of  any 
canvassing  or  even  of  any  candidate. 

How  is  it  that  most  items  in  short  supply 
can  be  obtained  from  unheard-of  agents  when 
reputable  firms  cannot  even  supply  small 
quotas  ? 

Dewey  :  In  1938,  small  firms  outside 
normal  distributing  channels  staked  claims 
for  supplies.  The  authorities  were  not 
sufficiently  familiar  with  normal  channels 
to  sort  out  the  intruders.  The  result  is  that 
firms  which  hitherto  had  not  handled  such 
goods  now  receive  quotas. 
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Shelton  :  In  the  early  days  of  the  war, 
taxi-loads  of  goods  were  sometimes  offered 
to  Boots,  Ltd.,  at  their  London  warehouse. 
When  the  purveyors  were  asked  for  their 
permit  to  trade  in  such  goods,  they  made 
off  without  waiting  for  further  inquiries. 
There  was  doubtless  a  "  black  market  "  in 
pharmaceutical  as  in  other  supplies. 

Commercial  and  Professional  Selling 

Has  the  sale  of  bathing  hats,  sun-glasses, 
seeds,  etc.,  spoilt  the  pharmacist' s  chance  of 
regaining  professional  status  ? 

Dewey  :  There  is  a  big  difference  be- 
tween commercial  and  professional  selling. 
Such  goods  as  bathing  hats  could  be  well 
sold  by  pharmacists  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
article,  or  could  be  just  handed  out  by 
counter-hands  of  the  sixpenny  chain-store 
type. 

Shelton  :  If  the  ethical  side  of  pharmacy 
could  provide,  on  its  own,  as  good  a  living 
as  the  present  mixture  of  professional  and 
commercial  practices,  then  it  would  be  wise 
to  follow  the  ethical  side  alone— but  could 
it  do  so  ?  What  is  essential  to  pharmacy  is 
intelligent  selling. 

Short  :  Pharmacists  could  be  divided 
into  two  classes,  professional  and  com- 
mercial. 

//  and  when  a  stable  form  of  penicillin 
becomes  available,  should  it  be  sold  freely  to 
the  public  for  self  medication,  or  restricted  to 
Schedule  4  like  the  sulphonamides  ? 

Short  :  It  should  be  restricted  to 
Schedule  4  sales. 

Shelton  :  It  should  be  restricted  at 
least  until  more  research  has  been  carried 
out.  It  might  then  be  taken  out  of  Schedule 
4,  providing  its  sale  could  be  confined  to 
the  pharmacist. 

Booth  :  There  is  a  danger  that,  used 
indiscriminately,  it  may  build  up  in  the 
patient  a  degree  of  sensitisation  against  the 
action  of  penicillin.  For  this  reason  sales 
should  be  restricted. 

Dewey  :  The  difficulty  about  Schedule  4 
is  that  it  entails  a  great  deal  of  care  and 
observance  of  regulations  on  the  part  of 
the  manufacturers  and  retailers,  yet  no 
care  is  taken  in  its  handling  by  the  patient. 
Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  would  probably 
be  a  sufficient  restriction.  The  character 
of  penicillin  makes  the  danger  of  misuse 
rather  a  negative  one.  The  expense  of 
handling  it  is  high,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
pharmacists  will  charge  an  adequate  dis- 
pensing fee. 

Does  the  brains  trust  advocate  a  dispensing 
fee  for  Schedule  4  proprietaries  ? 

(Unanimous)  :  Yes. 


In  educational  matters,  should  the 
ceutical  Society  provide  post-gradiiat 
for  the  pharmacist  ? 

Short  :  The  idea  is  good,  but 
cult  to  see  how  pharmacists  can  lej 
jobs  to  attend  such  courses.

Shelton  :  Boots  have  a  system  of 
issuing  cards  to  State  Registered  Nurses. 
In  case  of  doubt  as  to  whether  the  goods 
purchased  are  for  her  personal  use,  the 
manager  is  empowered  to  use  his  discretion 
in  the  matter. 

SOLUBILITY  OF  SULPHONAMIDES 

The  effect  of  pK  on  solubility  of  sulphona- 
mides  is  considered  by  Krebs  and  Speakman 
("British Medical  Journal,"  1946. 1. 47).  Most 
of  the  sulphonamides  are  ampholytes  (i.e., 
both  acids  and  bases),  although  some  (e.g., 
sulphaguanidine)  are  bases  only  and  others 
(e.g.,  sulphasuccidine)  are  acids  only.  It  has 
been  known  for  some  time  that  the  solu- 
bility of  sulphonamides  rises  as  a  rule  with 
increasing  alkalinity  (e.g.,  alkaline  urine). 
Most  sulphonamides  are  weak  acids  which 
form  readily  soluble  salts  within  the  physio- 
logical pii  range  of  urine.  Since  salt 
formation  usually  increases  within  the 
physiological  limits  of  pu,  the  solubility 
also  increases  with  pn.  The  writer  shows 
that  the  approximate  solubility  of  sulphona- 
mides in  aqueous  solutions  of  different  pH 
can  be  predicted  from  two  constants — the 
solubility  of  the  undissociated  sulphonamide 
and  the  acid  dissociation  constant,  and  he 
describes  a  method  for  the  determination  of 
the  values  of  these  two  constants.  The  acid 
dissociation  constants  of  sulphonamides 
affect  certain  pharmacological  properties. 
The  non-absorption  of  the  drugs  of  the 
sulphaguanidine  and  sulphasuccidine  groups 
appears  to  be  related  to  the  non-ionisation 
of  the  — SOgN  <  group.

New  Zealand  Vitamin  Oil  Production. —

ton has  been  completed.  It  is  hoped  to 
step  up  output  to  10,000  gallons  annually, 
an  amount  equal  to  the  quantity  of  cod- 
liver  oil  imported  into  the  Dominion  in 
pre-war  years. 

Canadian   Price   Orders   Suspended. — As 

from  February  i,  maximum  prices  for  a 
range  of  goods  sold  in  Canada  are  sus- 
pended. The  articles  affected  include 
cleaning  fluids,  cosmetics  (except  soap, 
shampoos  and  dentifrices),  drugs,  pro- 
prietary medicines,  household  remedies, 
dressings,  shaving  accessories  and  certain 
used  goods.  Maximum  prices  for  a  number 
of  services  have  also  been  suspended. 

Swedish-Danish  Commercial  Treaty. — A 

new  commercial  treaty,  valid  for  one  year 
as  from  February  i,  has  been  signed 
between  Sweden  and  Denmark.  The  treaty 
provides  for  Swedish  exports  to  Denmark 
during  the  coming  twelve  months  to  the 
value  of  Kr.

Essential  Oils 

The  position  of  these  items  shows  prac- 
tically no  change.

Distribution  of  Beeswax 

The  Raw  Materials  Department  of  the 
Ministry  of  Supply,  after  consultation  with 
the  Trade  Advisory  Committee,  have 
decided  that  the  balance  of  the  Government 
stocks  of  beeswax  will  continue  to  be  dis- 
tributed direct  to  users  through  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Merchant-Distributors  of  Bees- 
wax, Ltd.  It  is  estimated  that  the  quan- 
tity available  will  enable  the  Association 
to  allocate  to  users,  on  application,  sufficient 
beeswax  to  bring  their  stock  at  March  i, 
1946,  up  to  about  four  months'  requirements 
on  the  basis  of  their  1945  consumption. 
Stocks  acquired  by  way  of  private  imports 
will  not  be  taken  into  account  for  this 
purpose.  Prices  will  remain  unchanged. 
Allocations  will  be  completed  within  the 
next  few  weeks  and  the  Association  will  be 
dissolved  on  March  31,  1946.  Thereafter 
users  must  obtain  their  requirements 
through  normal  trade  channels.  Applica- 
tions for  allocations  from  Government 
stock  should  be  made  to  the  Association, 
38  Lombard  Street,  London,  E.C.3,  without 
delay.

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U.S.  Drug  Market  Report

Prescription  items  continue  in  good  de- 
mand with  Salol  and  Acetylsalicylic 
ACID  becoming  more  difficult  to  obtain 
while  the  supply  of  Phenobarbital  has 
become  somewhat  tighter  of  late.  Ample 
quantities  of  medicinal  Cod-liver  oil  are 
available  though  many  importers  consider 
that  prices  asked  for  the  Norwegian  poultry- 
type  are  excessive.  Bismuth  and  Sodium 
perborate  supplies  are  inadequate  to  meet 
current  demand  though  as  regards  the  latter, 
the  reduction  in  Government  requirements 
of  loo-volume  peroxide  is  expected  to 
occasion  increased  supplies  for  perborate 
manufacture.  Despite  the  recent  quotation 
reductions  for  domestically  produced  Tar- 
trates, an  unsettled  tone  still  prevails  due 
to  considerable  quantities  of  the  imported 
material  on  the  market.  Methanol  and 
Mercury  are  both  fairly  inactive  at  the 
present  time  while  there  have  been  no 
developments  in  the  easy  Brazilian  Men- 
thol position.  Photographic  materials 
continue  to  move  out  promptly  in  large 
quantities  against  the  strong  demand.  The 
new  quota  of  Vanilla  beans  from  Mada- 
gascar (250  tons  which,  it  is  stated,  must 
cover  the  last  five  months  of  1946)  has 
already  been  sold  up.  Meanwhile,  dealers 
here  are  hoping  for  some  further  supplies 
before  this  delivery  becomes  available  in 
August  in  view  of  the  extreme  shortage  at 
the  present  time.  Generally  quiet  condi- 
tions prevail  on  the  Drug  Markets  though 
rather  higher  prices  have  been  quoted  for 
such  botanicals  as  Belladonna  leaves 
and  Papain  ;  spot  offerings  of  Balsams  are 
becoming  smaller,  while  a  higher  price  for 
ToLU  is  virtually  nominal  at  the  present 
time.  Some  importers  anticipate  substan- 
tial deliveries  of  drugs  from  European 
countries  before  the  end  of  1946,  though  so 
far  little  supporting  evidence  is  available. 
Recent  arrivals  include  Cocillana  from 
Chile,  Gum  acacia  from  Port  Sudan  and 
Henna  from  Egypt  ;  however,  heavy  de- 
tentions by  the  Food  and  Drug  Administra- 
tion continue.  Latest  advices  regarding 
Chinese  offerings  of  Wood,  Cassia  and 
Aniseed  oils  state  that  the  first  is  unoffered 
here  while  nominal  quotations  on  cassia  and 
aniseed  are  unchanged  from  last  "week  ( $ 5 
and  $2-3,  respectively).  Some  hesitancy 
has  been  in  evidence  as  a  result  of  no 
guarantee  being  received  from  Chinese  ex- 
porters that  the  materials  will  meet  United 
States  Government  import  inspection  re- 
quirements.

Reduction  of  Levy  from  February  1,  1946.
